The Hornet Foundation Board 
of Directors Wednesday voted 
unanimously to proviae non 
recurring funding of university 
wide student programs 

Monies would become available 
to student programs beginning in 
the 1979-80 fiscal year. Hornet 
Foundation Executive Director 
Dale Brostrom said 

Brostrom also announced that 
the foundation has been granted a 
beer and wine license 

Brostrom's proposal of non - 
recurring funding provides an es- 
timated $4,500 for next year com- 
ing from interest on the foun- 
dation’s working capital reserve 
investment. This reserve fund 
presently consists of $55,000 

The distribution of the $4,500 
brings the foundation into ac- 
cordance with its third Mission 
cited in the Mission, Objectives 
Policies, and guidelines of the 
foundation, which states: “The 
Hornet Foundation is a non - profit 
organization whose primary mis- 
sion is to provide high quality ser-

AB 944 would allow for the implementation of a 
CSUC faculty - staffing formula created four years 
ago, according to Warren Kessier. Up to now, the 
CSUC has not had adequate funding for outlay of 
the program, Hughes and Kessler charged. 


“Conceptually, it's sound,” Kessler said. “But it’s 
never been fully funded.” 


Kessier, president of the United Professors of 
California, the chief lobbying organization of AB

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Nuclear safety valves inadequate 


The Three Mile Island incident of March 28 and 
the Columbia movie, The China Syndrome, have 
probably directed more peoples’ attention tc the 
possibility of a nuclear reactor's core melting than 
has ever happened before 

icial concern over the possibility of a reactor 

yre s melting is evidenced by the fact that every 
US. commercial water cooled nuclear reactor is re- 
quired to have an emergency core cooling system, 
yy ECCS in fact, multiple systems. In the event 
that the circulating water that normally carries away 
the heat is lost, its ECCS is supposed to coo! a reac- 
core a cluster of long, thin, uranium con- 
taining tubes, or “fuel pins,” about 40,000 in number 
n atypical million - kilowatt pressurized water reac- 
tor (PWR). Such a loss of coolant accident — LOCA 
would be expected if a major pipe carrying water 
to the reactor were to break, for instance Core 
water, normally at about 600 degrees fahrenheit, is 
prevented from boiling by its 2200 pounds per 
square inch pressure. A pipe break would be 
followed by a ‘blowdown,” aviolent and rapid steam 
driven expulsion of water from the heavy walled 
pressure vessel” containing the core

The sequence of events expected to follow a 
LOCA, absent the immediate flooding of the reactor 

sre by an ECCS, is described in the 1967 report of a 
LS Atomic Energy Commission team headed by W 
K Ergen PWR fuel pins normally operate with acen- 
tral temperature near 4000 degrees, surface 
temperature near 600 degrees. Within 5 to 10 
seconds after a LOCA, surface temperatures would 
rise as high as 1500 degrees as heat flowed outward 
to the surfaces of the pins. Loss of water from the 
core would at once stop the nuclear chain reaction 
which normally generates heat — and radioactive 
products. However, radioactive fission 
products already present in the fuel pins would 
generate enough heat to drive their temperature up 
as much as 20 degrees per second, with some fuel 
pin surface temperatures reaching 2000 degrees 
within 30 to 50 seconds. At this temperature the thin 
metal (“Zircaloy") covering the fuel reacts strongly 
with any moisture present, producing heat — and 
explosive hydrogen gas. So the core must be 
flooded before the Zircaloy “ciadding” gets hot 
enough to react with the ECCS water — that is, 
within less than a minute after blowdown 


fission 


Without effective core cooling, the Ergen analysis 
indicates escalation of fuel pin surface temperatures 
to 3360 degrees within about one minute following a 
LOCA This is the cladding melting point; the core, 
losing its structural integrity, would gradually slump 
to the bottom of the pressure vessel, a moiten mass 
of some 100 tons of uranium, radioactive fission 
products, plutonium, and reactor internal parts, with 
constantly rising temperature. The pressure vessel 
bottom could be meited through in an hour or less 
Breaching of the five feet or so of massively rein- 
forced concrete forming the floor of the reactor con- 
tainment building could follow within a day 


This would be followed by the “China 
Syndrome,” a term which has been in the nuclear 
safety vocabulary for at least 10 years: the molten 
mass would melt its way into the earth “toward 
China” Actually, calculations indicate that penet- 
ration into the earth would not exceed some hun- 
dreds of feet. depending on the local soil or rock 
under the reactor 


The 1975 report of a reactor safety study group of 
the American Physical Society, the national profes- 
sional organization of physicists, states that since ' 
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the pressure within the containment building at this 
point could be very high. “blow - outs’ and channe! 
ing of the soil under the building should be ex 
pected, with large releases of radioactive vapors and 
gases to the atmosphere, although some filtering by 
the soil might occur 


What hazard is posed by radioactive materia!s 
which might thus be dispersed? Of the hundreds of 
radioactive fission products. about 20 percent are 
gaseous or readily vaporized at the temperature o 
the molten core. Cesium-137 (Cs-137) is anotor 
one. A million kilowatt reactor will contain on the 
average about 54 million curies (Ci) of Cs-137 
readily calculated from the uranium consumpt 
rate and known yield of Cs-137. (The curie is a unit 
measure of radioactive material.) This is an en 
mous amount, by federal standards, 20 millionths Ci 
per square meter or 52 Ci persquare mile. thoughir 
visible if finely divided, would force abandonment of 
land so contaminated for agricultural use 
because of penetrating gamma radiation, for 
habitation Without suggesting that the wind might 
somehow spread Cs-137 uniformly over a large area 
it is nevertheless instructive to note that even two 
percent of the Cs-137 from the reactor would suffice 
to make Sacramento County's 960 square miles 
unuseable for agriculture for 30 years, unless 
somehow removed. Cesium, with chemical proper 
ties like those of potassium, is taken up by plants and 
from them passes into the soft tissues of animals 

We have not considered the early effects of a 
windborne cloud of radioactive material, nor the 
lingering effects of the large amounts of radioactive 
strontium, iodine, and other noxious materials 
produced in a reactor

to steam the pressure of which prevented effective 
an effect called steam binding The 
federal ECCS safety research program now focuses 
on the long delayed LOFT (loss of fluid test) project 
The American Physical Society reactor safety study 
group's report says of the LOFT project: “In trying to 
launch LOFT as its principle integral systems test of 
LOCA behavior of ECCS concepts, Reactor Safety 
Research hopes to lay to rest much of the uncer 
tainty that remains concerning PWR ECC eftec- 
tiveness Our overall assessment is that LOFT 
cannot be regarded as a proof test of PWR ECCS 
behavior.” 


The APS report quotes Herbert J. Kouts, then 
director of the Atomic Energy Commission's Reac 
tor Safety Research Division “Most people who are 
apprehensive (about nuclear reactors) do not have 
the background to understand the technica! issues 
and react to the opinions of those who supposedly 
do understand. The only way to settle their concerns 
is to convince the scientific and technical com- 
munity and make the case perfectly clear to it. If we 
cannot convince the general scientific community 
that nuclear power is safe, we cannot hope to con- 
vince the populace at large” 


But the APS study group reports to the American 
Physical Society: “Quantitative evaluation of the 
performance adequacy of the ECCS proved to be 
beyond our scope (and beyond that of all who have 
examined the question to date )”

Long'live the King' The King ts

The King of Hearts is a film 
masterpiece the virtues of which 
are at least twofold The comedy 
keeps you laughing but it also 
makes a point. Instead of 
repeatedly knocking you over the 
head trying to get an idea across

Director Philippe De Broca’s 
hilarious satire makes good use of 
clever dialogue good 
photography. crazily inspired and 
warm acting along with a beautiful 
locale The film. a French and 
Italian production, was filmed ina 
small French town seemingly 
crammed full of medieval ar 
chitecture De Broca examines the 
madness of war amidst a smail 
town whose inhabitants have al! 
recently been liberated from the 
focal insane asylum 

As the Germans retreat in 
France towards the close of World 
War |, a surprise is planned for an 
advancing Scottish battalion 
Before puliing out of one smaii 
French town, the Germans wire a 
munitions biockhouse to explode 
at midnight. The French 
underground alerts the 
townspeople who flee

Two maii clerks, three stock

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‘Giselle is a classic, the only ballet that nas a his- 
tory of continuous performance since it was first 
choreographed,” according to Barbara Crockett, ar- 
tistic director of the Sacramento Baliet, which will 
present the Sacramento premiere of Giselle tonight 
and tomorrow night. “Since its first performance in 
1831,” she says, “Giselle has always been performed 
in one company or another.” 

Crockett believes that the time has finally come 
when her company can handle this important ballet 
“It's a ballet that I'd always wanted to do,” she said 
“About a year ago, we heard that the California 
Ballet (in San Diego) was doing a new production of 
Giselle. We went down to see it and liked it very 
much. It wasn't done on such a grand scale that we 
couldn't handie the number of dancers, so we 
decided to try to do it.’ 


The Sacramento Ballet maintains a friendship 
with the California Ballet, and has worked closely 
with them in this production. Scenery and costumes 
for Giselle are rented from the California Ballet, and 
the choreography is by its ballet master, Marius Zir- 
ra, who adopted the dances from the original by 
Jules Perrot and Jean Coralli: The costumes were 
also rented from the San Diego company, because 

it would be very costly — | would guess about 
$25,000," to provide them separately for this produc- 
tion, according to Crockett 

Zirra wasn't able to “set” or teach the 
choreography to the ballet company, so the Califor- 
nia Ballet's artistic director, Maxine Mahon came to 
Sacramento with a videotape of the California 
Ballet's performance. “In the space of four 
weekends, we got it all put together,” says Crockett 
Maxine left us with the videotape and it’s been my 
job since then to polish the dancing.” 


The videotape was a decided advantage 
Crockett explains, since “ballet doesn’t have a 
system of notation such as music has. There's really 
no successful way of writing it (the dance 
movements) down. We do have what we call 
Labanotation that has been successfui, but you have 
to have a person who |s trained in that method and 
have them write it all down for you. It's very 
laborious 

“In working on Giselle, even among all the 
dancers, we wouldn't have remembered ail the 
details When we got lost we'd refer to the 
videotape,” she explains 

‘Many ballets have been lost since there is no 
perfected way of writing down the choreography 
There are some we'd like to revive, and now we can 
through the use of videotape We videotape our 
dress rehearsals so we have a permanent record of 
them 

Giselle is the story of a young peasant giri wiio 
lives with her mother ina little village on the Rhine

They begin, they stop, they again continue to 
rehearse to the familiar Adolphe Adam music that 
unmistakeably belongs to perhaps bailet’s greatest 
classic — Giselle. They struggle to constantly im- 
prove technique, to stay together and to perfect the 
dance to which they are so dedicated. You can see 
an array of leotard colors, of woolen leg warmers, of 
rubber sweat pants, of short chiffon skirts, full tutus 
and pink satin toe shoes. You can see the 
perspiration, the concentration on their faces as 
they strive for that perfect arabesque. Studio one of 
the Crockett School of Dance is fitled with over 20 
young women and men, athletes in the art of ballet, 
artists who perform with the Sacramento Bailet 
Company 

The Crockett School of Dance was established 
nearly 25 years ago when former prima ballerina 
Barbara Crockett and her late husband Deane 
moved to the Sacramento area. Out of the school 
and a need for a performing outlet grew the 
Sacramento Ballet Company 

in the early days of the company, Crockett, fresh 
from the San Francisco Ballet, danced extensively 
Today she is the artistic director of the company as 
weil as the teacher of a full schedule of ballet classes 
almost daily. She and her husband, Al Gallo, 
manager, are the guiding forces behind the Sac- 
ramento Ballet 

“Since the beginning, the company has grown 
tremendously, not so much in size, but in the quality 
of the dancers and in the number of productions we 
are able to do,” says Crockett. “My philosophy as ar- 
tistic director is to give the dancers an opportunity to 
work with the classics.” 

The company has a wide repertoire, performing 
approximately six works a season. Its classics in- 
clude The Nutcracker, performed annually around 
Christmas, Coppelia, and now Giselle. The com- 
pany also performs a number of short contemporary 
works that are kept in the repertoire for two or three 
years 

“Because of our membership in the National As- 
sociation for Regional Ballet and because of the 
quality of our dances, we are known nationally,” said 
Crockett. “Sometimes | think we are better known 
outside of Sacramento than in it.” 

Women in the company range from 13 to 19 years 
old. The two men are somewhat older. The shortage 
of men in the art has been relieved somewhat in 
recent years because of the Baryznikovs’ and 
Nureyevs’. Crockett believes that television and the 
new - found awareness in physical fitness have also 
helped to attract men to ballet. “Although film and 
television are bad mediums for dance, at least it gets 
ballet to people who have never seen it before,” she 
said 

The dancers practice, take class and rehearse up 
to eight hours a day, five Or six days a week, and 
come from as far as Yuba City. As Crockett in- 
dicates, “It is usually the ones who are really 
dedicated who make it.” 

Nineteen - year - old Laura Feder is definitely 
dedicated. After a year - long break, Laura is back in 
full force, dancing with the Sacramento Ballet des- 
pite her parents’ wishes. After summer scholarships 
with the San Francisco Ballet. Joffrey Ballet and 
American Ballet Theatre, Laura spent one year 
studying at the University of California at Davis. 
Despite her 3.80 GPA, Laura s heart was stili with 
ballet. “! do it because | love it,” she said. “The Sac- 
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Duncan Schute and Marlene Jones from Seattie will portray Duke Albrecht of Silesia and Giselle in the 
Sacramento Ballet version of ‘Giselle, Saturday and Sunday. 
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Athletes in the art form of ballet 


ramento Ballet has offered me the opportunity to get 
back into shape and perform before audiences who 
are willing to see good ballets. Although my parents 
wanted a college education for me, they can now see 
that dancing is what | love and what ! want to do.” 

Laura will soon go to the Houston Baiiet on a 
summer scholarship and hopes to join the company 
in the fall. "The Sacramento Ballet is a perfect step- 
ping stone to professional companies. Too many 
dancers go to Mrs. Wiggins’ Dance Studio and then 
to the New York City Ballet, and miss the step in 
between. It wouid be like taking calculus and skip- 
ping basic math.” 

A main objective of the company is to be a train- 
ing ground for dancers. The Sacramento Ballet 
remains an amateur company, and many of the 
dancers go on to professional companies. Dancers 
have aone on to such prestigious companies as The 
















New York City Ballet, American Ballet Theatre 
Geneva Ballet, Joffrey Ballet, The San Francisco 
Ballet and the Royal Winnepeg Ballet in Canada 

“We have furnished dancers to most of the major 
companies and we are very proud of that, but on the 
other hand, we would love to keep our dancers 
here,” says Crockett. “It would be nice to be able to 
hold them here and grow to build a better company 
Hopefully, we will make that happer one day when 
we have sufficient financial backing and are able to 
take that jump into professional status.” 

To audition for the company, dancers must be at 
least 13 years old, but training should ideally begin 
when a child is eight or ten, since according to 
Crockett, it takes eight to ten years of hard work to 
train a dancers. Besides physical ability, it also takes 
a certain temperament and self discipline, Crockett 
adds. “If someone doesn't have that desire, that 
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Ballet dancers are artful athletes 
who practice up to eight hours a 
day, six days a week. Members of 
the Sacramento Ballet, under the 
direction of Barbara Crockett, 
prepare for their weekend 
performance in Giselle. “It takes a 
certain temperament and self 
discipline” to become a dancer, 
says Crockett.
